cipal Item on the housf* program for 
the week is the Hepburn Isthmian ca­ 
nal bill, which is the special order for • 
tomorrow. 
No limit has been fixed as 
to the time for debate upon the meas­ 
ure, but Mr. Hepburn does not con­ 
template a prolonged discussion of IL 
It is surmised in some quarters, how­ 
ever. that if the proposition of the Pan­ 
ama 
Canal 
company 
to 
sell 
its 
property and franchises for ll0.00Q.0O0 
should be formally made as promised, 
this may have the effect of opening a 
wider field of discussion than at first 
seemed probable, and lf this should 
prove to be tho case th© bill may be 
before the house for a longer time 
than is now contemplated. Mr. Burton 
has given notice of a speech on the 
bill, and it is undent od that there also 
will be other speeches in criticism of 
the spacial features of the measure 
but its friends are very sanguine not 
only that the bill will pass, but that It 
will pass speedily. 
Mr. Hepburn, the 
author of the bill, thinks that only a 
f< w days of debate will be necessary. 
It is thought that by the time the 
canal bill is disposed of there will he 
on- m er* appropriation bill ready for 
consideration by the house. 
None of 
the appropriation bills has yet been 
passed on by the appropriations com­ 
mittee. but both the urgent deficiency 
and the pension hills are in a forward 
state and the expectation is that they 
will be considered by the committee 
during the current week. 
The pres­ 
ent intention is to give first attention 
to the deficit ncy hill. 
The estim ates 
for that hill aggregate $12.©0f,,000, and 
it Is not believed that these figures 
will be scaled down materially. 
The senate has no program for the 
week, and very little bluffness on its 
calendar, as the reorganizs;ion senate 
eommlttee did not 
take place until 
Just before the holidays. 
There are, 
however, a few bridge bills reported, 
and Senator Morgan's bill for the ac­ 
quisition of right-of-way for the Nic­ 
aragua canal is an, mg the measures 
in position to receive attention. 
It is 
not probable, however, that the right- 
of way bill will receive consideration 
at this time, the 
disposition being 
rather to await the action of the house 
upon the general subject and then 
have the senate predicate its action on 
the house bill. 
If this course should 
be decided on the discussion of the 
canal question in the senate will be 
postponed for a few weeks.

Pekin, Jan. 6.—The Chinese capital 
in honor of the court’s return presents 
an animated and gaudy scene never 
before witnessed in its history. 
All 
the palaces, pagodas and temples have j 
been repaired and painted to form a 
glittering spectacle. 
The roofs of 
these buildings, viewed from the city! 
walk-,, are patches of shining yellow 
tiles aud brick. 
The walls about the 
imperial city are a vivid crimson and 
the gates have been 
repaired and 
gilded. On tha towers above the Chen-1 
Men gate stands a gorgeous structure 
of wood, cloth and paper, with a yel­ 
low painted dra"~n 
entwined about 
the massive cloot p.liars. 
Hundreds: 
of Chinese officials clad in furs and 
embroidered 
silks 
r!1f* 
about 
the 
streets of Pek'n and parties of foreign 
soldiers, bent upon sight-seeing, roam 
everywhere. 
Thousands of new sol­ 
diers from the province of Shan Tung, 
who are finely uniformed and equip­ 
ped with modern weapons, entered Pe 
kin 
Sun ay 
morning and 
marched 
through Legation street. 
The ministers of the foreign powers 
received notice from the Chinese for­ 
eign office that all the streets upon 
which the Chinese court will pass will 
be closed today and tomorrow. 
Two 
buildings on the principal streets of 
the line of procession have been pro­ 
vided from which the members of the 
legations will be permitted to witness 
the re-entry of the court. 
This is an 
unprecedented concession. 
The for­ 
eign m inisters have decided, in con­ 
sideration of recent events, not to wit­ 
ness the re-entry of the court.

that the majority of the ministers have 
not yet presented their credentials.

Brazil, Ind., Jan. 6.—The block coal 
miners will go into the national con­ 
vention to make a determined stand 
against any compromise agreement by 
which they will be under any obliga­ 
tions to purchase powder from the op­ 
erators. 
If the matter is left to be 
settled by districts the block coal men 
will stand for what they claim is their 
inherent right—to purchase powder in 
the open market at the lowest possi­ 
ble figure. The leading miners of this 
district insist that they will not in any 
way be governed by the action of the 
bituminous miners should they sign 
an agreement this year similar to the 
one now 
in force, which stipulates 
that the miners shall purchase powder 
from the operators at a given price 
The operators, it is understood, will 
make a strong stand for the insertion 
of the powder-purchasing clause in 
the yearly contract. 
They say they 
can furnish the miners first-class pow­ 
der as cheap as it can be sold in the 
open market, and they think it is no 
more than justice that their employes 
should purchase it from them.

If I walk ulong the 
street, may not a brick or a loosened 
cornice come crashing down upon me? 
There are a row and a shot or two on 
the corner; may not a stray bullet wing 
me?

“Pessimism? No. Logic. That's all. 
It just shows the difference between 
taking one's own life in one’s hand 
and the matter of confronting extraor­ 
dinary danger.

“The first time I fished in the Sault 
Ste. Marie rapids,” said a well known 
Lake Keuka sportsman. “I landed In 
an hour twenty-one brook trout that 
weighed forty-five pounds; so I w a s ! 
ready and willing to believe anything 
I heard or read about the possibilities I 
of those waters or the astounding 
things that men who fished in them 
were able to (lo. 
“Consequently I believed w hat they 
told mo about tile marvelous feats the 
Indian fishermen of the Sault Ste. 
Marie could perform in the way of 
netting whitefish. Few who have tour- j 
ed the great lakes have not heard of 
those same feats, witnessed them aud, 
of course, could do nothing but go 
away believing that they were all they 
seemed to In*. 
“Particularly will they marvel, as I 
did, at the Indian whitefish fisherman’s 
magic eye with which he seems to i 
ook down through ten feet or more of 
foaming, rushing water aud see white­ 
fish that to the white man's eye would 
be invisible five Inches lieneath tile 
surface. It would have been strange 
lf I had not marveled at It, having 
witnessed more than once manifesta­ 
tions of its alleged power. That was 
before I talked with old Guide Garron. 
‘The astounding feats of the Indian 
whitefish netters of the Sault Ste 
Marie that the guidebooks and tho 
hotel keepers and steamhontrnen Insist 
en telling tourists about are performed 
by two Indians in a canoe. One occu­ 
pies the stern and manipulates the 
paddle to keep the canoe’s head poi at­ 
ed up stieam. The Indian in the bow, 
standing upright, uses a pole to aid in 
propelling the canoe or in keeping it 
steady. 
“Lying ready to bis hand is a dip net 
four feet in diameter, fastened to the 
end of a pole perhaps fifteen feet long. 
The fishing Is done at the foot of tho 
rapids, where the water tnriis and tum­ 
bles furiously. 
With his i>olc the In­ 
dian in the bow keeps the boat moving 
about in the rapids and gazes constant­ 
ly iuto the water, which Is often ten 
feet or more deep. 
“Suddenly the Indian In the bow will 
seize the net handle with one hand, 
never ceasing to manipulate the canoe 
with his pole In the other nor for an 
Instant removing hi* staring gaze from 
the water. 
The net is not more than 
in his hand before he has plunged It 
perhaps ten feet distant fr. rn the boat, 
thrusting it at the same Instant to the 
bottom. 
Then he gives It a peculiar 
twist, draws it up and, surrendering 
the care of the canoe for the moment 
to the Indian with the paddle, he 
draws the net up, never without from 
three to half a dozen glistening white­ 
fish in it, frequently weighing five 
pounds each. 
“The wondering 
spectator, 
seeing 
uothing but the boiling water, the sud 
den start of the Indian and ills quick 
and dexterous plunging and drawing 
up of the net with Its invariable load 
of whitefish, can do nothing hut ac 
knowledge to himself the necromancy 
of the Indian’s piscatorial art. 
I know 
that I did, and for two seasons gave 
myself awny to the fascination of that 
mysterious fishing. 
Then one day I 
marveled at it greatly to Guide Garrett 
the shrewd and cunning old French­ 
man who knows every rock and eddy 
and whirlpool of the rapids and all the 
wiles and tricks that any other guide 
knows and a whole lot that no other 
one does know, and Garron* little 
black eyes twinkled. 
“ ‘Ah!’ he chuckled. 
'Zat mngeeck 
hye. 
He von gr r rand homboag!' 
“Then he explained in his voluble 
and picturesque patois the apparent 
mystery of the Indian whitefish fisher 
man’s magic eye. 
Whitefish are natu­ 
ral denizens of the still, silent wate-s 
of the great lakes. 
To get from L ike 
Huron to Luke Superior these fish 
must fight their way up tile fierce aud 
stubborn Sault Ste. Marie rapids. 
In 
doing this they travel by easy stages 
They can brave the rapids but a short 
distance ut a time, when, almost ex­ 
hausted, they drop Into the shelter of 
the friendly rocks that pile tile bottom 
of the rapids. 
“Huddled sometimes by the score be­ 
hind these rocks, getting wind, as lf 
were, to overcome another stage of 
their Journey, the whitefish, if the w a­ 
ter is not too deep, can be lifted <<ul 
by the hand of the fisherman, they al ­ 
so nearly exhausted. The Indians as 
well as the white fishermen know this 
and, knowing well the location of these 
•beltaring rocks, have only to thrust 
their nets down behind them and draw 
them up filled with fish. 
“The cunning of the Indian led blin 
long ago to give visitors the impression 
that lie could penetrate the troubh d 
depths of tho rapids with his gaze and 
discover the whitefish on the bottom. 
The wonder of it spread, and It h is 
been one of the fondest and best pay­ 
ing fictions of ‘Susan Mary,’ as the na­ 
tives give you the pronunciation of th® 
Sault Ste. Marie.”—New York Times.

The following stirring Incident of the 
two flags 
happened at 
Valparaiso* 
Chile, and was related at Montreal in 
ISSI by the Rev. Dr. J. O. Peek.

Peck said: 
"The man who gave me the facts I 
am about to relate was Mr. Haskins, 
an American sailor who had sailed to 
a port In Chile. 
On going ashore, be 
said, to enjoy his day of liberty he 
drank n little and became hilarious. 
One of the police officers, Instead of 
warning him not to make a noise in 
the street, drew his sword and, strik­ 
ing him a blow. knocked him down. 
On that the American sailor got up 
and knocked the policeman down in 
return. 
Ile was on that arrested and 
tried and condemned to be shot in the 
morning of the following day. 
"Mr. Loring, the American consul, ex­ 
postulated with the authorities that it 
would be mom rous to shoot the man 
for such an offense, but they pnid no 
attention to him, so he thereupon made 
a formal protest in the name of the 
United States government against the 
barbarous act. 
Mr. Haskins, the sail­ 
or. was In the morning brought out 
pinioned to be shot. 
"As the English consul was prepar­ 
ing to hoist tile union Jack he saw the 
crowd In the field opposite, where the 
execution of the American sailor, of 
which lie had heard, was to take place. 
Hushing over the American consul, he 
said, Tooling, you’re not going to let 
them shoot that man!’ 
" ‘What can I do?’ he said. 
‘I have 
protested against it. I can do no more.’ 
"Quick as thought the English con­ 
sul shouted. ‘Give me your flag!’ 
And 
in a trice the stars and stripes were 
handed to the English representative. 
At once, taking his own union jack in 
his hand, he hastened across the field, 
elbowed his way through the crowd 
and soldiery, and, running up to the 
doomed man, he folded the American 
Clag around him and then laid the un­ 
ion jack over it. Standing a few paces 
back, he faced the officers and soldiers 
and shouted defiantly, ‘Now, shoot, if 
you dare, through the heart of Eng 
land and America!’ 
"And they dared not do it, for the? 
feared the consequences, so the mar 
was at once released. In telling me,’ 
said Dr. Peck, “Mr. Haskins said to 
me, with tears streaming down his 
cheeks even then, ‘They loosed me 
then, and, oh, how I longed to embrace 
those tw a flags!’

POULTRY POINTERS. 


A safe rule In feeding Is to give 
enough to satisfy and no more. 
Droppings should not Be allowed to 
accumulate in the poultry house longer 
than a week. 
Bone dust supplies •'n abundance of 
bonemaking material and counteracts 
any tendency to diarrhea. 
When possible, give the poultry house 
a southern exposure and furnish thai 
side with an abundance of light. 
While wheat is one of the best grains 
to feed to fowls, it should uot be fed to 
excess or it may cause diarrhea. Feed 
it with other grains. 
Loss of feathers is generally caused 
by want of green food or want of a 
dust bath. Supply both, aud, as a local 
application, use mercurial ointment. 
Breed the best flesh formers for m ar­ 
ket; then feed them up to as great a 
weight as possible. Well fattened, wrell 
dressed poultry bring the best prices.

France owes the Legion of Honor to 
Napoleon. 
All orders of chivalry had 
been abolished by the revolution and 
had left a gap which it was not easy to 
fill. 
‘‘They ore mere geegaws,” said 
Mouge, tile chemist, who had taught 
the revolutionists how to make gun­ 
powder out of plaster of paris. 
"Gee­ 
gaws, if 3'ou will,” the first consul an­ 
swered, "but people like them. 
Let us 
approach the question frankly. 
All 
men are enamored ot decorations- 
the French more than any. They posi­ 
tively hunger for them, and they liava 
always done so." 
This was at Mnlmaison In 1802. 
In 
May the conseil d'etat was Invited to 
consider the project of the institution 
of the Legion of Honor. 
It was ridi­ 
culed by many, notably by Moreau, 
who as victor of Ilohenlinden was bit­ 
terly jealous of the victor of Marengo. 
At u dinner party he sent for his cook 
and said to him in the presence of his 
guests: "Michel, I am pleased with 
your dinner. 
You have indeed distin­ 
guished yourself. 
I will aw ard you a 
saucepan of honor." 
YI mc. de Stael 
was also satirical upon the subject 
"Ah, one of the decorated?” she used 
to ask each guest who was shown into 
her salon. 
But Napoleon had gauged human na­ 
ture correctly. 
His Legion of Honor 
did meet a felt want, and it was defi­ 
nitely inaugurated on July 14, 1804. 
Among the eminent men of science 
aud men of letters on whom it was 
then bestowed were included Laplace, 
the mathematician; Lalande, the as­ 
tronomer; Cuvier, the naturalist, ana 
Legouve, the poet. 
The most notable 
name omitted was that of Bernardin 
de St. Pierre, just then In disgrace for 
championing Mme. de Stael, whom Na 
poleon had banished, but be got the 
decoration later on the entreaty of 
Queen Hortense. 
After Jena Goethe was decorated. A 
little later high promotion in the order 
was given to General Lamnrque, to 
whom Sir Hudson Lowe had surrender­ 
ed at Capri. "W hat did you do with 
him?” asked Napoleon. ‘"The king dt 
Naples had him exchanged for a Nea­ 
politan general who was a prisoner in 
Sicily.” 
"Very well; there is no harm 
in letting tilts English colonel go. He 
is not dangerous.” 
It seems not un­ 
likely that Sir Hudson Lowe remem­ 
bered this sarcasm when he was Na­ 
poleon’s jailer a few years afterw ard 
After Napoleon’s downfall the ques 
tlon of suppressing the Legion of Hon 
or arose. Chateaubriand, whom Napo­ 
leon had not decorated, strongly urged 
its abolition. So did I’uzzo di Borgo. 
Marshals Victor, Mannout and Mac­ 
donald opposed. After debate it was 
decided to recognize and retain tile or­ 
der, not on any high moral or patriotic 
grounds, but because Louis XVIII, 
could not afford to make himself more 
unpopular than he was already by 
stripping people of their decorations. 
Chateaubriand and Lamartine eons* at­ 
ed to accept the red ribbon, but ii was 
also conferred upon a great number of 
worthless personages and so brought 
into contempt. 
There have been many Legion of 
Honor scandals since those days, but 
one of them surpasses all the others in 
magnitude. This is, of course, the Wil­ 
son scandal, the history of which, 
though intricate, is worth recalling. 
The trouble may be said to have be­ 
gun on the day on which Mile. Alice 
Grevy fell in love with an opera singer 
who need not be mentioned here. He 
wanted to marry her, aud she wanted 
to marry him, and the papers were be­ 
ginning to couple the two names in a 
manner most embarrassing to the pres­ 
ident of the republic. The president, 
however, sent the opera singer about 
his business and found his daughter 
another husband, not a very good hus­ 
band. but the best husband he could 
procure on the spur of the moment 
His choice fell upon M. Daniel Wilson, 
who had long been one of M. Grevy’s 
political supporters and was a financier 
of same mark. 
No sooner was M. Wilson established 
at the Elysee than he pi reeded to en­ 
rich himself by various means. Among 
other things, he founded a paper called 
Le Monlteur de l'Exposition Univer- 
selle, which really covered a traffic In 
decorations. 
The whole story came 
out in a state trial toward the end of 
1887. 
It was proved that Wilson had 
made a regular practice of selling the 
Legion of Honor, or, rather, of invit­ 
ing people who wanted it to bribe him 
to use his influence to obtain it for 
them. 
His overtures were presented 
through his Jackals. Generals d’Aud- 
lan and Cnfferel and Mines. Limousin 
and Batazzi, and the whole party bad 
to stand in the dock together. 
Wilson was sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment, a Ant of 3,000 francs 
and five years’ deprivation of civil 
rights. 
He appealed, and the court of 
cassation annulled the judgment. The 
accused, said the judges, was obvious­ 
ly guilty of everything that he was 
charged with, but as his offenses were 
not anticipated by any punitive law he 
could not be punished. 
So lie retired 
to the country and tried to live down 
his bad name. 
As he ultimately got 
himself elected conseiller general, one 
must suppose that he succeeded In this 
o b je c t-F a ll Mall Gazette.
